LONDON, Feb. 3.—Seven nun 


dred persons are reported to have 
lost their lives today in the city of 
Napier, New Zealand, in an earth- 


.ke , which 
shook 
the whole 


ithern half of North Islands, 


according to a. Central News Dis- 


tch from Auckland. 
Several thousand other inhabi- 


tants of the city were injured, said 
the same dispatch. 


Care of the injured is seriously 


hampered by the fact that all the 
nurses attached to the city's chief 
hospital are understood to have 
been killed when their three-story 
home adjoining the hospital col- 
lapsed with the hospital. 


According to other dispatches to 


the evening newspapers here thou- 
sands of homeless, destitute and 
frightened 
inhabitants 
of towns 


along Hawke Bay are packing the 
beaches. Food is being distribut- 
ed to them from small boats com- 
ing in from larger 
vessels 
an- 


cliored off shore. 


COASTLINE CHANGED 


The entire coastline of the af- 


fected district has been 
altered 


by the quake and the ground con- 
tinues to quiver at intervals like 
a mass of jelly. 


Five thousand inhabitants of the 


town of WopdvBle rushed into the 
streets as the IhcK^.came. Chil-

MANY TOWNS HIT 


Many other towns felt the shock, 


however, and sustained damage. 
Otaki, Masterton, New Plymouth, 
Greymouth, 
Palmerston,, North 


Taneatua, Tekuiti and Carterton, 
all towns of from 4,000 to 15,000 
inhabitants, were affected. 


"Along the seacoast a tidal wave 


accompanied the quake, adding to 
the damage. 


The steamers Northumberland 


and Taranki and the British Na- 
val sloop, Veronica, were in the 
Napier Roadstead at the time of 
the shock. They landed all avail- 
able men to help in the 
rescue 


work. Many refugees were taken 
on board before the three ships 
slipped anchor and moved out- a 
mile and a half from tfie coast. 


The tidal wave, which swept the 


Napier beach hurled vessels in the 
"ijirbor in all directions. 'Buildings 
acd bridges near the water front 
were crumpled. 


As quickly as it came the wave 


receded, leaving the Veronica and 
other shipping stranded. 


SHIPS ESCAPE 


A few seconds later the sea 


again roared into the harbor like 
a vast, foam capped wave, refloat- 
ing the ships and permitting them 
to escape to the safety of the open 
sea. 


Shortly after 
the tidal -wave 


fires broke out in the city itself. 
Apparently from the explosion of 
oil and gasoline tanks.
